Koopmanschaps.

Cornelius Koopmanschap was boro in 
Amsterdam, Holland, He came to this 
country in 1851, landing at this port and 
proceeding almost directly to San Francis: | 
co, where just at that time there were some 
excellent openings for business men.

Tt was in 1861 that the firm commenced 
the business of bringing over cooli¢ labor-

years ensuing they have landed over 30,000

Henry Keep. 


Mr, Henry Keep, the well-known foan~ 
cier and railroad direwwwr, died at bis resi- 
deno iu NeW York city on Friday evening 
His career | 
was a remarkable one. He was a native of | 
Jefferson County,N. Y., and the son of poor 
parents. His father died when he was a 
small boy, and his mother was compelled 
to receive assistance from the county author- 
ities. As soon as be was old enough to | 


neglect and harsh treatment drove the boy 
to run away from his master, He went to 
atown near Rochester, and, after vainly | 
seeking employment for some time at last 
hired himself with a cooper. When the 
financial crisis of 1837 came he had laid by 
a little money he invested in shin~ 
plasters, the price of which had been enor. 

These 
quently redeemed, and he found himself in 
possession of a very pretty sum of money, 
which he increased by judicious lending.

(From the Buffalo Courier.)

LAYING OF THE CORNER STONE

The public holiday yesterday was very 
generally observed. Nearly all places of 
business’ were closed, and the employees 
and the employers generally had an oppor- 
tunity of participating in the demonstra- 
tions of theday.

Abundance of food makes yermin plenty. 
If grain of all kinds were to be thrashed as 
soon as possible, mice would not find In 
the barnssuch attractive quarters,and would 
remain much longer in the fleld exposed to 
many casualities, Owls, hawks, crows, 
snakes, cats, weasels, etc., prevent much 
incréase. Grain should be stored until itis 
marketed, either in well ventilated bins, 
in sacks, or spread out in hot, dry, ventila- 
ted lofts. Look closely to the thrashing, 
that no grain is lost in the straw, 
Wereps.— When mowing land is bare, go 
through with a narrow boe, old adz, or 
Weeding spud, and cut up buttercups,dais 
ies, dock, asters, thistles, weeds and that 
all may thea be distinctly seen, cutting two 
or three inchés under tho crowas, and lift- 
ing them out. Many woody plants may be 
seryed the game way in the fence rows and 
elsewhere, and running briers, rose- bushes, 
etc, should have like treatment wherever 
found. Weeds should be mown and con- | 
signed to the pig-sty if not gone to seed, 
in which case let them dry and burn them.

Forty Years Ago. 


Ma Epitog.—Forty years ago there was but 
one School House in Belleville, and such a 
house; many of our cow stables are far superior 
both as to comfort or cleanliness, compared to 
that old school house 


It was a yery low bullding in a most dilapl- 
dated state, one side (outside) nearly torn off, 
windows broken, and every thing to betoken It 
more At forw pig stye thana school house for 
teaching the ‘* young idea how to shoot,’ but 
such as It was, a schoo) was kept or pretended 
to be kept in it. It was-situated on Pinnacle 
street, a little north of the present brick school 
house, on an open lot, with afew large mud 
holes In front. Such was the school house ac 
commodation of forty years ago. What a 
change since that time. 


Thirty-nine years ago I was requested by o 
person, not living In Belleville, to rent a suita 
ble house, fit it up, and hiro a teacher to teach 
a free school ; he gave me $200 for that pur- 
poso, the balance! paid myself. Irented the 
house on the bill near the residence of Walter 
Ross, Eeq., put in seats and desks, hired o 
teacher, and set him to work. A Free School 
at that time, and tho idea of tree education was 
looked upon as a plece of folly by many, and thoy 
at once set Itdown with pauperism. The school 
was opened with but five scholars, but it con- 
tinued to Increase throughout the year, until

Vivian then had an 
interview with Captain Vivian at the Grand 
Hotel, but what passed at that interview

Dear or Dr, Burns.—Rev. Dr. Burns, 
one of the most widely known and most 
highly-valued clergyman in“ Canada, died at 
his residence in Toronto, on the 19th inst., in 
tho SIst year of age.

Probably there is no local question of 
more importance than the water supply.— 
Every year the demand is increasing, and 
every year the supply is decreasing. The 
Tanks at different points on the principal 
Streets, not many years ago, furnished an | 
abundance of the best spring water, but 
now some of them are altogether empty, 
and from others can only be obtained a very 
small quantity. He is a lucky man who 
gets first to the tank in the morning, and 
those who are obliged to go during the 
the day have either to wait « long time, 
be content with barely sufficient to quench 
the thirst, or come awsy without it ; or 
adopt the only other alternative, of travel 
ling mile or 80 to some triendly old- 
fashioned well which seems never to give 
out. This method of obtaining a water 
supply, however, cannot long be continued, 
and from whence we are to obtain a sup 
ply, bas already become a yery serious 
question with more than half the popula- 
tion of Belleville. All those who live in 
the business portion of the town, and onthe 
plains in Sampson Ward and in West Belle 
Ville, are dependent nearly altogether upon 
the water furnished by the Tanks. That 
this supply is wofully deticient has long 
been known—that a great dealvof hardship 
and suffering are occasioned by this de- 
ficiency is patent to every one—and that 
still greater suffering and disease and death 
must be the result, the 
furnished with wholesome water, 
will be conceded by every one who knows 
the situation.

Ididn’t think it was going 
to do any damage at all, I travelled on 
from half a mile to three quarters down 
the track, then I heard a great noise. I

The specch of the Governor General at 
Quobec having been so variously comment- | 
ed upon, and so much misconception hay: | 
ing been caused by it,and so much comfort | 
taken by Independents and Annexationists 
from some expressions made, that His 
Excellency deemed it advisable at Halifax 
While be said he 
did not withdraw one word of his Quebec 
speech, he said there had been one great 
mistake in respect to one word of that 
speech, When he spoke of “any other 
alliance,” be meant with the mother coun- 
try. The word “ alliance” had been pub- 
lished in somo paper as * allegiance,” and 
this ho was made to say what he did not. 
Avd he further said ; “ Should the Par- 
“Tinimeac uf Canada propose a change of 
“* allegiance’ it would be a grave question 
* for the consideration of Great Britain.— 
“ He never imagined such a thing as a 
“ change of allegiance was possible.” Of 
course this will be rather cold comfort for | 
those journals which had built high ex- 
pectations upon the Quebec speech,as they 
understood it, and who imagined all they 
had to do to obtain independence, was to 
throw up their hat. The speech of the 
Governor could hardly have. been miscon- 
strucd to mean what these advocates of 
independence desired ; there was nothing 
in it that threatened separation or fayored 
independence. On the subject of the 
relation between the mother country and 
her Colonies, he merely advanced the idea, 
which, after all was no new idea, that so 
long as this Dominion remained in con- 
nection with Great Britain, we would con- 
tinue to enjoy the protection of that country, 
and if we desired a separate existence it 
was not likely that the Imperial Govern 
ment would interpose any obstacle. But 
the time for a separate existence has not 
come, and we trust it will be many years 
before the people of Canada will consent | 
to dissolving the connection between the | 
two countries, | 

That our readers may better understand | 
what the Governor General did say upon 
this subject at Halifax, we copy portion 
of his remarks. Referring to his speech at 


Quebec, he said : — 

“Thold tomy band a correct copy of the 
speecti, and what I said on the point, which bas 
been so moch canvassed was this, that the 
statesmen of England, warned by the events of 
the last century, and enlightened by the truer 
theories of modern Colonial policy, had acceded 
to the wishes of thelnhabitants of the Domin- 
jon of Canada, and had accorded to them In full 
measure the rights and franchises which they 
claimed ; and which, in my opioion, they pro 
perly claimed, I then sald, at this moment you | 
possess free representative Institutions. Your 
destinles are in your own Landa, you are free to | 
choose and follow out your own views. The | 
statesmen and people of Eogland are not more 
free lo the management of thelr own local af 
icy which they | 
thlok conducive to thelr owd loterests than are | 
the statesmen and’people of the Dominion of | 
Canada. I added, that I believed, generally | 
epeeking, the people throughout the Dominiou 
Were well satlsfled with the fostitutions under 
which they lived. (Applause.) I then» said 
that England was in no way Indifferent to the 
position of the Dominion ; that she vlewed it 
with pride and confidence, and looking at the

The Latest Sensation 


Ten thousand people went to Niagara 
Falls on Wednesday, to sce a man named 
Jenkins ride over the chasm on a Velocl- 
pede. He performed the feat successfully, 
much to the disappointment of the crowd 
who went to witness the fool hardy attempt 
at suicide, Having been successful this 
time in cheating Death of his victim, it is 
altogether probable he will give the Ad- 
versary another chance, which will likely 
put an end to his sporting propensities 
this side the dark river. The reporter of 
the London Free Press was present, and 
from his account of the proceedings we 
gather a few facts. This Jenkins is a resl 
dent of Canada, has been studying fun- 
ambulism for some time, and his floances 
being low, determined upon replenishing 
his exlausted treasury by crossing Niagara 
River on a velocipede. ‘Ihe performance 
was well advertised, and ten thousand 
people flocked from far and near to witness 
it. The rope was stretched across the 
gulf, about 800 yards below Suspension 
| Bridge. There were no guys to steady it, 
which made the attempt tocross it seem 
like sheer madness. The bicycle which 
was attached, is thus described by the 
reporter ; 


‘Io the common meaning of the word, It Is 
not avelocipede at all. The wheels are about 
two luches wide, and deeply grooved, to fit the 
rope. The fore wheel Is cogged, and controlled 
io its motion by a smaller cog wheel, to which 

ached two handles revolving in a circum 
ence of about ten loches. Connected with 
the uxles and passlog around the rope are two 
clamps made of Iron rods about balf an inch Io 
diameter,. Below ls a circular platform, also of 


pole. tipped with heavy iron balls, The uager 
part, as degeribed, welghs from 70 to 80 ponnd 
and effects a complete bulunce of the machin 
without Ite rider. There is in fact no poss: 
billty of its falling off, except by a breakage tu 
the rope, Should any circumstance cause il to 
upset, the clamps would still bold jt up, and Je 
Quire. no-verydeersKins veo ‘of timDs 
a the palt of therider to recover a safe posl- 
tion, This could be seen at a glance, and {no 
the minds of those present fully uccounted for 
the freeand casy manner with which the ‘prof.’ 
set about arranging the preliminaries.

feet, Jenkins succeeded In keeplog bis balance, 
and stopped until the swaying had subsided. — 
The avcent seemed to be w work of no little 
dificulty, for, whether obliged or not, he took 
threo rests in {ts accomplishment. ‘Ihe whole 
| time occupied was pice minutes,’? 


If Jenkins had fallen off the bicycle and 
been engulphed in the whirlpool below, a 
shudder would have gone through the
